Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6, 8-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Minutoh et al does 
not show the fastening member is only directly supported by the expansion device and said 
elongated tension member, the torsion spring biasing said first and second members in opposite 
rotational directions such that said at least one of said bearing members is forced to rotate along 
said thread of said surrounding sleeve away from said other bearing member and out of said 
surrounding sleeve, said torsion spring being disposed within said surrounding sleeve in 
combination with other claimed limitations; and prior art does not provide sufficient motivation 
to modify Minutoh et al's structures to show the fastening member is only directly supported by 
the expansion device and said elongated tension member, the torsion spring biasing said first and 
second members in opposite rotational directions such that said at least one of said bearing 
members is forced to rotate along said thread of said surrounding sleeve away from said other 
bearing member and out of said surrounding sleeve, said torsion spring being disposed within 
said surrounding sleeve in combination with other claimed limitations.
